S OME TIME BEFORE THE ELECTION 

campaign is over the Conservative party may an- 

nounce its policy. So far it has given no indication 
that it has one. Troe, it has shown cleaily that it 
is opposed to the British Preference; hut it has no 
scheme of its own for altering an economic situation 
of which it nppears to be righteously complaining. It 
it incowsivable that Mr. Bennett will go through 
an election in this state of political bankruptcy. Even 
at. this late date he will rarely offer the electors some- 
thing besides platitudes. In the meantime, faithful 
Conservatives throughout the, land, while denouncing 
the unscrupulous government for stealing Conserva¬ 
tive policiet, and also, strangely enough, denouncing 
the policy thus stolen, are following the historic tactics 
of a party utterly impoverished of ideas. They are 
assailing the government's record. 

If the Conservative party were choosing weak 
ground upon which to walk, it could find none weaker 
than this. The racord of the King government since 
1921, like the progress of Canada under that govern- 
ment. has been without parallel anywhere in the British 
Empire. This administration is the only important 
government in the Britannic Commonwealth elected 
just after the war which is still in office, and it has 
remained there because, under it. Canada has pros- 
pered. That, in a aetshsll, is why the great masa of 
the Canadian people still are behind the government.

H OW OLD IS "TOO OLD?” SOCIOL-
